G.S.R. 467 —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to aiticle 
309 of the Constitution, the President herebv makes the following rules further 
to amend the Central Water Engineering (Class I) Service Rules, 1965, namely;— 

1 (1) These rules may be called the C'cnlral Water Engineering (Class I) 

Service (Second Amendment) Rules. 1967 

(ll) The.v shall come into inrec with effect from the 1st April, 1907, 

2. In the Central Water Engineering (Class I) Service Rules, 190,5, to sub-rule 
( 1 ) of rule 24, the following proviso shall be added, namely:— 


“Provided that recrullment by promotion to the grade of Deputy Director 
(Engineering) nr Executive Engineer 01 Chief Research Officer 
(Engineering) of the Service under rule 26 shall be made, on the 
recommendations of the Depai tmental Piomotlon Committee (Class I) 
and In consultation with the Service Commission, where necessary, 
on the basis of senlorit.v subject to the rejection of unfit ”

G.S.R. 468.—In exercise ut' the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to
